A Somali press freedom 
agency said Friday that the 
ransom has been dropped 
dramatically, to $100,000. 

A Somali tribal chief li¬ 
aising in negotiations said 
those holding Lindhout, 

27, and photojournalist 
Nigel Brennan, 35, hostage 
were asking for millions in 
September. 

It is not known if the 
threat to kill Lindhout after 
the 15-day deadline was car¬ 
ried out. The date came and 
went with no further com¬ 
munication from captors. 

A Somali journalist 
captured along with 
Lindhout and Brennan, Abd- 
ifatah Mohammed Elmi, 
was released on Jan. 15. 

Elmi claims he was sepa¬ 
rated from the pair two days 
after they were captured.

Transit passes widely outpacing inflation 



I imagine a number of rid¬ 
ers reading this column are 
a few weeks into a new 
year’s resolution to kick 
the car habit. If so, here’s 
some dark humour to 
something downright mad¬ 
dening. 

You see, Februaiy is fare- 
hike month in Edmonton, 
and this year is especially 
bad for ETS’ most loyal rid¬ 
ers. Next week, a monthly 
pass will set you back an 
absurd $74.25. 

It’s not highly publi¬ 
cized, but last year’s hike 
to $66.50 from $59 wasn’t 
an anomaly — it’s the 
trend thanks to council set¬ 
ting the 2012 target at a 



jaw-dropping $89. 

The plan is to tiy to bring 
in more than half of oper¬ 
ating costs at the farebox. 
This is the destructive re¬ 
sult of making transit 
budget decisions solely on 
ETS’ finances, not those of 
Edmontonians. 

Not only is it 
an infuriat¬ 
ing double 
standard, giv¬ 
en that roads 
have a direct 
revenue 
precisely zero 
in Edmonton, 
but it’s a fool’s 
errand, as well. 

At around 50 per 
cent, Edmonton 
is already doing 
surprisingly well. 

Using only this 
measure implies that Ed¬ 
monton is Paris. I hope I 
don’t need to explain how 
Edmonton is not Paris now, 
nor will it be 10 per cent 
better than Paris in 2012 — 


whatever that means. 

It also ignores the fact 
that riders won’t just keep 
opening their wallets 
wider. A typical industry 
rule of thumb suggests this 
policy, inflation-adjusted, 
will cause about a six per 
cent drop in po¬ 
tential ridership. 
While those 
vith other op- 
ions might be 
the first to go, 
those with no 
options are go¬ 
ing to be hard¬ 
est hit. Month¬ 
ly passes are 
the only 
thing keep¬ 
ing many Ed¬ 
montonians 
moving. 

ETS revenue fig¬ 
ures suggest that a month¬ 
ly pass in 2007 was used for 
an average of 54 trips. But 
what bought a pass in 2007 
only buys 26 tickets in 
2010. 


Of course, that’s too few 
for a full-time job and 
leaves no room for shop¬ 
ping or social trips. On a 
tight budget, the choice is 
then between job, housing 
and mobility. 

Those more fortunate 
but with less need for tran¬ 
sit will learn the hard way 
the difference between 
tickets and passes: Every 
trip begins by asking your¬ 
self if it’s worth the money. 

Yes, costs increase, and if 
it was council’s intention 
to demonstrate this, then 
mission accomplished. But 
over these three years, 
passes will outpace infla¬ 
tion by more than four 
times. 

Besides, transit riders 
hardly need that lesson, es¬ 
pecially now.

_ After a brief hiatus 

we, Earth Tones, 
are back. 

Since we last spoke, 
many things have hap¬ 
pened in the world. Most 
immediately relevant to 
most of us is the bottom 
has fallen out of the world 
economy. So these days 
companies are worried 
about staying in business, 
not trading carbon credits, 
and individuals are wor¬ 
ried about keeping their 
jobs and paying their 
mortgages, not about 
whether to buy a Smart 
Car or a Prius. 

A year ago, the environ¬ 
ment was consistently 
among the top-three prior¬ 
ities for Canadians in opin¬ 
ion polls. These days, it 
doesn’t even crack the top 
five. Is the environment 
still relevant in today’s po¬ 
litical and economic cli¬ 
mate? Why should we take 
time away from worrying 
about our bank balances 
to worry about the Earth’s 
balance? 

First of all, we need to 
remember the things that 
were making headlines six 
months ago, before the 
headlines became domi¬ 


nated by who was bailing 
out whom and how much 
stock prices have fallen, 
are still happening now. 
They have just been 
eclipsed by things that 
may seem more immedi¬ 
ately urgent. 

Polar ice is still melting, 
C02 levels are still rising. 
These things don’t stop be¬ 
cause humans have dug 
themselves a financial 
hole. Although worldwide 
manufacturing has 

slowed, carbon emissions 
have not been reduced to a 
level that makes a differ¬ 


ence to global warming. 
We need to decide 
whether the environment 
is a luxury that we consid¬ 
er only in times of plenty, 
or whether it is our lifeline 
that we need to sustain at 
all times. 

We also need to remem¬ 
ber that our economy is in 
transition. The benchmark 
for economic downturns 
is, of course, the Great De¬ 
pression. During the De¬ 
pression, many world lead¬ 
ers used deficit spending 
to finance huge infrastruc¬ 
ture projects that laid the 


foundation for the modern 
economy. 

“Spending one’s way out 
of a recession” and run¬ 
ning large budget deficits 
is controversial these days 
after the balanced budgets 
of the more prosperous 
years. However, in the past 
this has produced needed 
jobs and created infra¬ 
structure that transformed 
the economy. 

We have before us an op¬ 
portunity. The economic 
stimulus that we so ur¬ 
gently need can be used to 
lay a new infrastructure

for a greener future. Mas¬ 
sive investments in public 
transit can be made. New 
light-rail and bus systems 
can be integrated with ex¬ 
isting systems so that in 
the future cars are simply 
not a necessity of day-to- 
day life the way they are 
today. 

Similarly, the govern¬ 
ment plans to invest in in¬ 
dustry, which will create 
jobs and confidence. Spe¬ 
cial consideration must be 
given to industries that 
will be environmentally 
sustainable and that will 
continue to support the 
economy into the future 
when oil is not readily 
available and carbon emis¬ 
sions are more strictly con¬ 
trolled. 

So as we adjust to the 
new reality let us hope 
that we can grow and 
change during these diffi¬ 
cult times and emerge 
with an infrastructure that 
can carry us into a sustain¬ 
able future.

Ski on the snow you made 



f you’re an avid skier, 
you’ll be envious of 
Jodie McCutcheon. “It’s 
a dream job,” says the 
37-year-old snowmak¬ 
ing, roads and parking man¬ 
ager for the Whistler Black- 
comb ski resort in Whistler, 
B.C. “1 work days, 1 have 
technology at my disposal, 1 
make dam good money and 
1 get to ski a lot.” 

McCutcheon manages a 
staff of as many as a hun¬ 
dred people, including six 
millwrights that do equip¬ 
ment repairs year-round 
and a large staff of seasonal 
snowmakers who work 
from October to January. 
These mostly young men 
work 12-hour shifts operat¬ 
ing 270 snowmaking guns. 
These guns shoot out water 
that turns into snow when 
combined with air. Snow¬ 
making staff adjusts the wa¬ 
ter pressure and the direc¬ 
tion of the guns, plus they 
move them around the 
mountain and shovel. 

It’s McCutcheon’s job to 
decide if it’s cold enough to 
make snow (it’s less effi¬ 
cient to make snow once it 
gets up to -1C), assess the 


quality of the artificial snow 
and map out where the 
guns are going next. 

He gets to his computer 
about 5:30 a.m. Cameras on 
the mountain helps him as¬ 
sess the snow and equip¬ 
ment. He also schedules his 
staff, checks the weather, 
monitors the water level in 
the resort’s reservoir and 
looks ahead to upcoming 
ski competition and events 
that will need more snow. 

By about 8:15 a.m. he’s 
outside on skis, checking 
the slopes and the guns. By 
lunch he’s back in the office 
again, and his workday 
ends by 2 or 3 p.m. 

McCutcheon comes from 
a farm in northern B.C. and 
briefly studied arts at uni¬ 
versity. In 1991 he moved to 
Whistler to be a ski bum. 
He started working for the 
mountain in equipment 
rentals and then as a ski pa¬ 
troller. 

Eventually he joined the 
seasonal team in 1998. In 
the summer he worked as a 
carpenter. The resort start¬ 
ed investing more in snow¬ 
making. McCutcheon was 
great with computers and 
technology, and started 
moving up the ranks. Eight¬ 
een months ago, he found 
himself head of snowmak¬ 
ing operations. It’s safe to 
say, this guy knows snow.

When only bones remain, 
it’s the job of a forensic 
anthropologist to piece 
together a person’s past. 

Dr. Martin Evison, 47, is 
one such forensic anthro¬ 
pologist skilled at unravel¬ 
ling the stories bones often 
tell. 

Evison, a native of the 
United Kingdom, came to 
Canada in 2005 and now 
directs the forensic science 
program at the University 
of Toronto. 

From skeletal remains, 
Evison can estimate a per¬ 
son’s age, sex, height and 
ancestry, alongside other 
details, though he insists 
the results can never be 
considered foolproof since 
health, genetics and envi¬ 
ronment can impact a per¬ 
son’s identity greatly. 

“Sometimes the accura¬ 
cy of these methods is 
overstated. Experts will say 
they’ve determined the 
age when all they’ve really 
done is estimated the age,” 
Evison said. 

However, forensic an¬ 
thropology can have dra¬ 
matic effects on an investi¬ 
gation. One case he re¬ 
members in particular in¬ 
volved an unidentified 
skeleton with a missing 
finger tip and signs of 
stress on the victim’s right 
elbow. This helped deter¬ 
mine that the victim had 
worked as a buffer in the 
cutlery industry, constant¬

ly extending his arm as he 
polished cutlery. Evidence 
of surgical procedures on 
the bones suggested the 
male victim had bunyans 
on his feet as well as arthri¬ 
tis in several joints. Within 
days of releasing the infor¬ 
mation to the public, U.K. 
police received enough 
leads to eventually arrest 
and charge a father and 
son with the murder of an 
elder Yemeni man. 

Evison also has experi¬ 
ence in reconstructing fa¬ 
cial appearance from a 
skull, an astounding but 
highly controversial tech¬ 
nique within the field of 
forensic anthropology, due 
in large part to its subjec¬ 
tive nature. While muscu¬ 
lature can be accurately 
recreated from a skull, ei¬ 
ther by hand using a sub-

Stance like clay or with 
specialized software on a 
computer, vital details 
such as the depth of each 
muscle and facial features 
on the skin can only be 
guessed at. 

“It’s really an artistic 
process with a limited sci¬ 
entific basis, but you can 
get a resemblance, if not 
an exact likeness,” Evison 
said. 

Ultimately, Evison says 
the point of facial recon¬ 
structions is not to try to 
perfectly reproduce the 
face of a victim anyways, 
but rather as a means to 


get family, friends and ac¬ 
quaintances to pick up the 
phone and call in with 
leads. 

“It’s meant as a means of 
arousing public interest, 
and it generally works,” 
Evison said. 

In his career, Evison has 
investigated human rights 
abuses throughout some of 
the world most troubling 
recent conflicts in places 
such as Kosovo and Kenya, 
where too often only bones 
remain to speak for the 
dead. 

“To be able to make even 
a small contribution to the 
situation in places like 
that, 1 feel it’s important.”

Design diversity 

Reality series showcases Canadian fashions

On one side of the catwalk 
sit nervous budding design¬ 
ers, their eyes the sole indi¬ 
cators of any present jitters. 
Judgment, on the other 
hand, flows from the facial 
expressions of the fashion 
professionals who scribble 
notes as garments slink by 
on the svelte limbs of the 
models on parade. 

This vogue vision is not 
filling the tents at Toronto 
Fashion Week, nor the sea¬ 
sonal debuts in New York 
or Paris. The scene is 
ripped from the unexpect¬ 
edly stylish streets of Ot¬ 
tawa, the backdrop for the 
second season of design re¬ 
ality program Project Run¬ 
way Canada, in which 14 
aspiring designers com¬ 
pete for $100,000. 

“The style in Ottawa 
tends to be thought of as 
conservative and high 
quality, with embassies 
and ambassadors and all 
kinds of high-end events,” 
said Andrea Gabourie, the 


series’ executive producer. 
“But 1 think there’s a real 
emerging diversity in fash¬ 
ion here ... One of our 
goals with the show is 
making Canadians excited 
about knowing who the 
Canadian fashion design¬ 
ers are and buying their 
clothes.” 

Elevating designers into 
national recognition is 
largely established by the 
immediacy with which the 
show allows a complete 
unknown to display their 
construction and design 
abilities not just to the 
Canadian public, but also 
to internationally respect¬ 
ed designers. 

Brian Bailey is one of 
them. The women’s sports¬ 
wear and eveningwear de¬ 
signer and Canada’s first to 
produce complementary 
collections for both tradi¬ 
tional and plus sizes re¬ 
turns this season to men¬ 
tor the contestants. 

“It’s about immediate 
brand building,” Bailey 
said. “It’s about delivering 
into the hearts and homes

Rise of the Lycans’ plot 
revolves around two star- 
crossed lovers, but instead 
of Montagues and Ca- 
pulets, it’s vampires and ly¬ 
cans. Sonia (played by 
Doomsday’s Rhona Mitra) 
loves lycan slave Lucian (a 
slumming Michael Sheen) 
much to the chagrin of her 
vampire king father Viktor 


(a humourless Bill Nighy). 

\Afiien Viktor has his 
daughter killed for her 
transgressions, Lucian 
flips, rallies the other were¬ 
wolf slaves and all hell 
breaks loose. 

Being a prequel. Rise of 
the Lycans is freed from 
the need to bring viewers 
up to speed with a convo¬ 
luted back-story something 
that dragged down its pred¬ 
ecessors. So this is the most 
accessible and straightfor¬ 
ward film in the trilogy. 

That said, for all the ef¬ 
fort that has been made to 
flesh out the world in 
which the Underworld se¬ 
ries exists the characters 
that inhabit it are one-di¬ 
mensional archetypes. 

And this really wouldn’t 
be a problem if the action 
sequences weren’t so dull. 
The choreographed gun¬ 
play that typified the first 
two movies has been re¬ 
placed with sword fight re¬ 
treads mixed with Matrix 
copping aerial stunts. 

This could have been a 
great bad movie, but in¬ 
stead it’s just boring.

Slumdog Millionaire took 
the top prize at the Screen 
Actors Guild Awards last 
night, boosting its chances 
of an Oscar next month, 
on a night that saw 
awards scattered across 
five movies. 

Slumdog Millionaire, the 
stoiy of a Mumbai slum 
dweller who hits the big 
time on a TV game show, 
won the prize for best en¬ 
semble cast in a motion pic¬ 
ture. 

Sean Penn won the best 
actor award for pla 5 dng 
slain San Francisco gay 
rights activist Harvey Milk 
in Milk, while Meryl Streep 
was a popular best actress 
winner for her role as a vin¬ 
dictive nun in the Catholic 
Church abuse drama Doubt. 

Neither Milk nor Doubt 
has featured strongly in the 
awards season so far, but 
the Screen Actors Guild, in 
which Hollywood actors ho¬ 
nour their peers, is known 
for throwing curveballs on 
the road to the Oscars. 

Milk has played well in 
Los Angeles, where the gay 
community was embittered 


by a November 2008 refer¬ 
endum that banned same- 
sex marriage in California. 
“This is a stoiy about equal 
rights for all human be¬ 
ings,” Penn said in his ac¬ 
ceptance speech. 

Streep paid tribute to oth¬ 
er strong performances by 
women in the past year, 
adding, “There is no such 
thing as the best actress. 
There is no such thing as 
the greatest living actress,” 
referring to the accolade of¬ 


ten bestowed on her. 

Australia’s Heath Ledger, 
who died a year ago, added 
a SAG best supporting actor 
award to his tally for play¬ 
ing the Joker in Batman 
blockbuster The Dark 
Knight. 

British actress Kate 
Winslet won the best sup¬ 
porting actress SAG award 
for her role as a German 
woman with a hidden Nazi 
past in The Reader.

That oldest of questions — 
'Anything good on TV?” — 
may soon get a new ans¬ 
wer: Music. A generation 
of Internet-connected TV 
sets are emerging as 
potentially useful tools for 
the recording industry in 
its ongoing quest to 
extend the reach of digital 
music into living rooms. 

Judging from the buzz 
that connected TVs from 
Samsung, Sony, Vizio and 
LG generated at the other¬ 
wise subdued Internation¬ 
al Consumer Electronics 
Show in Las Vegas in early 
January, Internet access 
may soon become as im¬ 
portant a feature to TV 
buyers as screen size and 
resolution. 

Attempts to bring online 
connectivity to TV screens 
are hardly new. What’s dif¬ 
ferent this year is that in¬ 
stead of pitching such TVs 
as a way to browse the 
web, TV makers are tout¬ 
ing their ability to deliver a 
wider range of entertain¬ 
ment options. 

The biggest draw, of 
course, is expanded video 
programming. Connected 


TVs don’t require a sepa¬ 
rate box to download 
movies from Netflix or 
Blockbuster or to watch vi¬ 
ral videos on YouTube. 

But music isn’t far be¬ 
hind. Rhapsody, which is 
already available through 
TiVo DVRs, recently signed 
a deal with TV maker Vizio 
to integrate its music sub¬ 
scription service into the 
manufacturer’s new Con¬ 
nected HDTV models com¬ 
ing out this fall. That will 
enable Vizio owners to ac¬ 
cess Rhapsody without a 
separate device. 


Yahoo and Intel have 
teamed up to launch TV 
Widgets, a technology that 
lets users access websites 
and online services 
through a TV while watch 

Digital music providers 
are also negotiating with 
cable operators to make 
their services as accessible 
as HBO. That will require 
extensive negotiations 
with cable operators and 
record labels to bring 
down monthly costs.

WHArS THE AMERICAN FOR

Life on Mars turned out a 
lot better than my dire pre¬ 
dictions. 

While it’s good news that 
Jennifer Saunders — one of 


the stars and creators of the 
original — will be executive 
producing the Fox version, 
there’s still good reason to 
be worried about the show, 
which has been given a pi¬ 
lot order according to Vari¬ 
ety and could hit the air by 
the fall. 

WHAT COULD GO RIGHT: Ac¬ 
cording to Variety, they’ve 
set the show in Los Ange¬ 
les, which isn’t exactly the 
centre of the fashion in¬ 
dustry in America, but that 
could work; anyone who’s 
watched a couple of sea¬ 
sons of Project Runway 
knows that the biggest 
loose cannons on the show 
are often products of L.A.’s 
fashion scene. 

And anyone who’s 
spent time in the bou¬ 
tiques of Holl 3 rwood or 
Beverly Hills can tell you 
that L.A. has money and 
taste in inverse propor¬ 
tions — as little of the lat¬ 
ter as it has much of the 
former.
